While nothing definite has developed 
looking to the establishment of a line 
that will do way business, it Is the 
present intention to engage in it. 
Freight will be received in any quan- 
tity , and the packet lines will, therefore, 
have a competitor. Captain James A. 
Henderson, President of the Pittsburgh 
and Cincinnati Packet Line, when 
asked about the matter, said: "The 
fact that the coal combination contem- 
plates entering a general freight busi- 
ness will not do us any harm. 1 do not 
care how bright any man or set of men 
may be, they cannot engage in a gene- 
ral way freight business between Pitts- 
burgh and Nsw Orleans and make 
money. If the coal combination wsnte 
to enter the packet business, we have s 
line of boats for sale, and will sell at a 
reasonable price and give them an op 
portunity to make ail the money therr 
is in the business." 

Major W. H. Blxby, in a letter to E 
P. Wilson, Secretary of the Ohio Valley 
Improvement Association, states that 
the work of dredging the Ohio river 
during the low-water season will be 
limited on account of the lack of fund* 
due to the failure of the Rivers and 
Harbors Bill to pass Congress. He

deal of work was done by the hired 
dredges across the worst bars in tht 
river between Cincinnati and Cairo, es- 
pecially those between Louisville and 
Cannelton. 

"I had hoped to contlnne this sane 
work during the coming season up. n 
the next worst bars within the abo^ e 
limits. However, the failure of tie 
Rivers and Harbors Hill last winter 
has left this office without funds for 
such work.
